Then I asked Mr. Louis Wolfe to 
finance me on the basis of 25 per 
cent profits. He accepted and be- 
came secretary-treasurer of the 
company with a salary of $60,000.” 

Mr. Lynch said he looked after 
the “mechanical end” of the busi- 
ness only. He said he relied on re- 
ports of an auditor who visited the 
office every three months to give! 
him the details of the books. He 
said as far as he knew “the books 
were in bad shape in 1940.”

Why Force a Moratorium? 


The Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council having declared the Debt Adjust- 
ment Act invalid, the provincial authority 
can pass new legislation or stay proceed- 
ings to recover by declaring a moratorium. 
It does not seem likely the latter action will 
be taken unless there should come an “av- 
alanche” of foreclosure suits in the courts. 
It is to be hoped this will not happen, and 
it is scarcely likely to happen because a 
moratorium would quite certainly follow. 

Better far, for themselves and all other 
parties, that creditors affected by the de- 
cision should make an attempt to reach 
fair compromise agreements with their 


debtors. The conditions for doing so are 
better than they were six years ago. And 
a moratorium—necessary as that is at 


times to protect the victims of misfor- 
tune—has side-results which are not to be 
ignored. Credit is never helped where this 
means has to be employed to stop collec- 
tion proceedings. Those who lend money 
should not overlook that fact, nor those 
who sell goods or property on time. 


Centre of Civilization

the United States. 

As this happens to be a part of the 
Dominion where our neighbors are active 
in establishing communication lines and 
other means of defence, the statement will 
be particularly interesting here. Not be- 
cause it was needed to allay suspicion, 
but because it refutes once more by docu- 
mentary evidence the slander of Dr. Goeb- 
bels and his associates that the Allied na- 
tions are moved by the same cut-throat 
motives as shape the plottings of the Axis 
dictators, 

The defence works in question are be- 
ing carried out by the military authorities 
of the United States with the full consent 
and hearty approval of the Government of 
Canada. Their primary object is to safe- 
guard the territory of the United States 
against invasion. But incidentally they also 
safeguard Canada. In recognition of this 
Canada should pay its proportionate share 
of the cost. But it hasn't been asked to 
do so. The millions which are going into 
these undertakings is United States 
money, spent here with no strings attach- 
ed and no selfish purposes in view. 

Unless we are “broke” when the war 
ends, the Canadian authorities should in- 
sist on going beyond the terms of the 
bargain and paying a fair share of the cost 
of the immovable projects thus carried out 
by the United States in Canada at their 
own expense. Meanwhile, the more exten- 
sive these defence works are made, the 
more soundly Canadians will sleep at night 
and the more cause they will have to thank 
God they live alongside the United States 
and not alongside Germany or Japan.

Extradition Treaty 


‘Charge That Canada Will 


Not Co-operate Is Not! 
True

The new U.S.-Canada extradition 
treaty involves a considerable ex- 


tension of extradiction rights, es- 
pecially as they affect regulations 
covering the marketing of secur- 
ities. The treaty was signed in 
Washington last April, and it will 
come up for approval in the Cana- 
dian parliament during this ses- 
sion. Prime Minister King said, on 
January 29, that it was not likely 
to ‘come up at an early stage. Vol- 
uminous representations have been 
made to the Canadian government, 
and these are under study. 

Since the treaty was tabled in 
parliament on August 1, the house 
has not been sitting. In the interval 
the U.S. Senate has approved it, 
and formal ratification waits upon 
the action of the Canadian parlia- 
ment. An accusation made by the 
U.S. commentator, Drew Pearson, 
that “the Canadian government 
won't move,” is without foundation. 
It should be unnecessary to say 
that Canada has no desire to har- 
bor fugitives.

U.F.A. Seeking 
Protection on 
Farmer Debts 


Request has been made to the 
Dominion government by the 
United Farmers of Alberta that 
an order in counci! be passed pro- 
viding sufficient protection for 
farmer-debtors until the debt sit- 
uation can be thoroughly can- 
vassed, and legislation provided 
to effectively dea! with the farm 
debt problem. 

The request was forwarded by 
telegram by Robert Gardiner, presi- 
dent of the U.F.A., who is confer- 
ring also with the provincial gov- 
ernment on this problem. 

The following statement was is- 
sued by Mr. Gardiner: ‘The re- 
cently announced decision of the 
Privy: Council in regard to the Al- 
berta Debt legislation has rendered 
the position of the Alberta farmers 
in particular and the western 
farmers in general, more precarious 
insofar as debt is concerned, than 
it has been for the past two de- 
cades.” 

“There is some evidence to indi- 
cate that certain creditor interests 
have been taking advantage of this 
condition to unduly press farmers 
for settlement. Now that we have 
this decision from the Privy Coun- 
cil there is every indication that 
this condition will become even 
more serious.” 

TAKING ADVANTAGE 

Mr. Gardiner stated that there 
were indications that some creditor 
Interests were taking advantage of 
this situation to bring undue pres- 
sure on farmers. He asked the Do- 
minion government to investigate 
the situation and to enact such 
regulations as may be found neces- 
sary to give protection to farmers 
to the end that they be given 
security on the farm and possession

Fallow, minister of public works, 
as vindication of Alberta's road 
building policy. | 
“This project has been under way 

since last fall,” declared Mr. Fal-| 
low. “We are pleased to see this| 
route developed, as we have ad- 
vocated its construction at Ottawa 
since 1935.”
